FIND by the News-Papers printed both in 
Dublin and Cort, that your Lordſhip has pub- 
liſhed Advertiſements, wherein you are plzaſed 
to acknowledge yourſelf the Author cf a Pam- 
phlet, inticled, A Letter from a Clergyman of the 


Dioceſe of Cork, to his Friend in Dublin, relating 


tbe Conduct of the Biſhop of Cork, in the Degradation

I, therefore, gladly embrace this Opportunity, to 
addreſs your Lordſhip in Publick, ſeeing I was of- 
ten refuſed Acceſs and Admiſſion to your Lordſhip in 
private. 5g . 
Conde'cend, therefore, my Lord, for once to 
hearken to-a Man of my low Degree, and ſuffer me 
humbly to expoſtulate the Matter with your Lord- 
ſhip, .in the Spirit of Truth and Meekneſs ; which 
I ſhall endeavour to do with that good Manners, 
with which one Gentleman or Clergyman ought to 
addreſs another in a Difputz as well as with that 
Modeſty and Humility, wick which an inferior Cler- 
gy man ought to approach a Lord Biſhop.

you could not deal with my Conſcience privately. 

In Anſwer to this, I call upon your Lordſhip to

That I married Mr. Oliver and Lady, not in Con- 

tempt and premeditated Diſobedience either to the 
Canon, or any Rule of your Lordſhip ; far leſs in 
Contempt or Diſregard of the Epiſeopal Office, which 


I honoured and revered : - But in conformity to a 
Cuſtom long eſtabliſhed and uſed by all Men of my 
Profeſſion, and becauſe there was a Neceſlity for it, 


by Reaſon, of a rude and ungovernable Mob, whom, 


neither the Menaces of the Biſhop's Court, by Mr. 


B—I—ie, or the Entreaties of Clergymen and Church. 


Wardens, could bring to any tolerable, chriſtian or 


decent Behaviour in the Houſe of God. That as I had. 


got Bread for ſome Time in the Family of Mr. Oliver, 


and was under very great Obligation to his Parents, 


Brother and Family, and even in Humanity, and as 


the Caſe ſtood, could not refuſe a young Couple of 
any Decency and modeſt Education, to reſcue them 
from ſuch a diſorderly Crowd: But that, as I found 
it had given Offence to your Lordſhip of Cort, and 
was ſo highly reſented by you as to proſecute me 
long for it, I was heartily ſorry I had by doing ſo, 


given your Lordſhip ſo much Diſpleaſure and 


Trouble; and wiſh'd it had not happen'd, but 


ſhould never give you the like Cauſe - Offence 
again: I concluded, by. begging your Lordſhip to 
accept of that my publick- Submiſſion and Acknow- 


ledgment in your Court, and left the Cenſure due 


to it, intirely to the Pleaſure and Goodneſs of your 
Lordſhip, and the Court. And now, my Lord, 


could you poſſibly ever have a better Opportunity 


than this was, to convince me of my Sin and Guilt, 


And I appeal to your Lordſhip, to the Vicar Gene- 
ral, and Surrogate, and Regiſter, and to every Man 


in Court that Day, and call earneſtly upon your Lord - 
ſhip to do me this common Piece of Juſtice, and 
tell whether you then took any Pains to deal with 
my Reaſon and Conſcience, the ſole End of your Suitz 
bat with a Smile, and in a kind Manner and Lan- 
guage (as I thought, and little dreamed of what was

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f concealed under it, as afterwards appeared) you ſaid 


you believed me, or Words to that Purpoſe, only

your Lordſhip at your Houſe, but had for Anſwer 
by your Brother Dr. Brown, that you neither would, 
could, or ought to ſee me. No apt 
The next Opportunity, my Lord, of convincing 
me publickly of my Sin and Guilt, and that a very 
fair one too, both for your Lordſhip and me, was 


offered in the Viſitation, April 12th, 1749. when I 


a ſecond Time freely made a more ample Satisfacti- 
on and Submiſſion to your Lordſhip.; and delivered 
it in Writing to the Regiſter, which is printed in 
my Short and True State of this Affair, Dublin prin- 
ted, pages 25 and 26. With which your Lordſhip 


vas not ſatisfied, but urged the Form preſented by 


your Brother Dr. Brown, whereof I ſtill preſerve 
the Original, and have printed a true Copy of it, in 
the ſaid-ſhort and true State of this Affair, Dublin 
printed, pages 26, 27, 28, and 29. Wherein I 
was upon Pain of Ruin and Diſgrace, ordered by 
your Lordſhip to confeſs in a publick Congregation, 
that I was a heinous, obſtinate, hardened and incor- 
rigible Offender againſt Laws Temporal and Eccleſi- 
aſtick, Biſhops, Canons, Church, Clergy, Sc. very 


_ worthy of Degradation, and not even an Object of 


Pity and Compaſſion, Cc. &c. &c. 

I appeal to your Lordſhip, to the numerous 
Aſſembly of Clergy and Laiety preſent, and hope 
both you and they will do me Juſtice, Whether I did 


not then ſay to your Lordſhip, menacing me with 


Ruin and Diſgrace, and upbrading me with hardneſs 


of Heart, with want of common Tenderneſs and 
- . Humanity for my Wife and Children, or any Senſe 


of Infamy on my Character; That to be guilty of

all theſe Crimes was ſhameful, but that to confeſs 
them if guilty, was not, but commendable and 
right, Did I not cry aloud, and repeat it fix or ſe- 
ven Times at leaſt, my Lord, I lie open to Convic- 
tion, convince my Reaſon and Conſcience that I am 
guilty of this ſevere Charge, and I will frankly con- 
feſs—I have a tender Concern for my Children, I 


love my Wife, and am not eſteemed either a bad 


Husband, or unnatural Father, I even now feel all 
that Man can, and I am greatly tempted : But never 
will I, by the Grace of God make my ſelf infamous 


and load my Name with Guilt, I know nothing of, 1 


cannot diſſemble with both God and Man! vill not 


give up Reaſon, Conſcience, Innocence, Fame and E- 
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ſteem of my Friends for any poor Bread in this Station 


I have determined; tis better be Degraded being 
Innocent, than charge my Conſcience with Puſillani- 
mity and want of Integrity and Courage, againſt 
Temptation. Better, my Children ſhould be ſaid 


to be the Off-ſpring of an honeſt, but ſtarving Fa- 


ther, .than the Progeny of a Man, who to procure 
a poor contemptible Way of Life, gave up his 


Character, his Honour, his Innocence, and his Re- 
putation; and ſacrificed all for what he may never 


get. I cannot come into, I abhor ſuch Terms, 
there are ſuperior Courts, and a God in Heaven, Do 
as your Lordſhip pleaſes, to God's Mercy and Pro- 
vidence, I commit my Wife, and Charge! Why 
ſhould any Man boaſt that he can do Miſchief, the 
Goodneſs of God endureth for ever! 
I am,aſhamed to tell your Lordſhip's Anſwer, 
and had you not made it ſo neceſſary in my own 
- Vindication, ſhould for the Honour of the Church, 
for the Dignity of the Office you bear, and in Ten- 
derneſs to a Chriſtian Proteſtant Biſhop, conceal and 
draw a Veil over it, but you proclaimed it aloud ; 
and I Appeal to all then preſent in the Viſitation,

Proteſtants and Chriſtians who heard then, Sir, I 
vill take no Pains with you, but in one precious

Lordſhip has often in your Letter, as well as in Page 
13th, declared Solemnly to the World, that the on- 
ly End of your Suit, was to bring me to a Senſe of, 
and Sorrow for my Sin.- And here you declare 
Solemnly, in the Face of the Clergy and Laity, that 
you will take no Pains to do ſo. Tell it not in 
Gath, publiſh it not in the Street. of Aſkelon, leaft 
the Daughters of the Philiſtines rejoice, leaſt the 
Daughters of the uncircumciſed Triumph. But I 
trouble your Lordſhip with too much at once, and 
take my Leave now, *till you hear again from,
